Reference is made to my memorandum, June 29, 1959, which/fowj 
sets forth in detail the receipts and disbursements or funds received?] 
from the Communist Party, Soviet Union (CPSU), by the Communist Party^ 
(CP) t USA, through June 22, 1959. As of that date, the CP, USA, had 
received a. total of $196,000 from the CPSU and had expended a total of 
$83,600. The balance of $112,400 was maintained by our top informants 
CG 5824-S and NY 694-rS in safe-deposit boxes in Chicago and New York. 

During the period from June 23, 1959, to July 22, 1959, the 
CP, USA, received an additional $4,000 from the Soviets making the 
total receipts. $200,QQO and disbursed $8.000 for total expenditures of 
f&UAfiQ. leaving a cash balance pf $108,400 .' There is a balance of 
$150 ,000 to be receive# from the CPSU by the CP, USA. 

Concerning the cash balance of $108,400, $64,400 is 
presently maintained by CG 5824-S in his safe-deposit box in Chicago 
and $44,000 by NY 694-S in his safe-deposit box in New York City. 

Concerning the $8,000 expended since June 23, 1959, $5,000 
was given to Isadore Wofsy for the CP, USA, reserve fund. Ik was. _ 
expected that Wofsy would use this money to finance the operations of 
the national office, CP, USA. An additional $3,000 was given tp 
William L. Patterson, business manager of "The Worker," to finance the 
publication of this communist organ. • ■ / ^

By memorandum 6-1-59 it, toast, recommended and approved that gSmTIIzZ 
appropriate sections of the .Domestic'Intelligence Division examine 
possible targets or missions to be assigned to our top-level informant, 

CG' 5824-S, in ‘the event he makes a third trip to Russia in August, 2959. 


In analysing -previous contacts which CO 5824-S has made with the 
Sovietsj if was noted his main discussions have been limited to conversa¬ 
tions with leading Communist Party: (CP) functionaries. He is accepted as a 
top functionary; of' the CPUSA who is in-Russia on Party business and disr 
cussions are normally along these lines rather than relating to Russian 
foreign poi'igy and intentions as such. As a result of these observations, 
it is felt the missions assigned to informant mu3t be confined primarily 
to those matters which he would lively be in a position to discuss with 
the Soviets plus any general intelligence he may be in a position to pick 
up by properly directing discussions if and When given the opportunity to 
do so. 


In line with the foregoing, we have in mind giving the informant 
the following general targets and objectivest (l) How much and what kind 
of guidance, direction,and assistance can be expected by the CPUSA from the 
^Soviets now and in-the future* and-how-con the Party-plan its future 
activities in light ofthe current international situation. This would 
include such matters as who the Soviets feel should be the top leaders in 
the CPUSA, the Party line for the Vfth National Convention, continuing 
arrangements for delivery of funds to the CPUSA, present involvement in or 
intentions to finance business operations in the U. S., the income from 
which would accrue to the CPUSA, use of CPUSA members f) r espionage assign¬ 
ments, nature of steps CPUSA should tajke in preparation for a possible 
nuclear war including how the Party should be held together organisationally 
and financially and other matters of primary interest on a Party level 

(2) General intelligence data with respect to Soviet intentions in^wofld 
affairs -With particular emphasis on Berlin and- Germany and the eff ig^ffp eness 
of the control of the GPSU over military, secret police in the Soviet Union 
and of cotpir.ol over other communist parties, especially the Chinese CP.

The balance of $108,400 was maintained by our two informants as custodians 
in safe deposit boxes in Chicago and New York. 

During the period from 7-23-59 to 8-21-59, the CPUSA disbursed 
an additional $13,800 for total expenditures to date of $105,400. No 
additional funds were received from the Soviets during this period and the 
cash balance is currently $94,600. There <3 a balance due of $150,000 
from the CPSU by the CPUSA. 

Concerning the cash balance of $94,600, $62,000 is presently 
maintained by CG 5824-S in a safe deposit box, Michigan Avenue National 
Bank, Chicago, and $32,600 by NY 694-S in a safe deposit box, Amalgamated I 
Bank, New York City. in 

Concerning the $13,800 expended since 7-23-59, $10,000 was ' 

furnished to Eugene Dennis by NY 694-S. Dennis did not explain the use] to 
which he would put this sum of money. $1,900 was furnished to Mo}lie West, 
a member of the national committee of the CPUSA, to cover approximately 
$400 in loss of wages and $1,500 for transportation and other expenses in 
connection with West 1 3 trip to Vienna, Austria, to attend the -Seventh.

Captioned matter pertains to liaison activities of CG 5824-S\$irf, 
between Communist Party (CP), USA, and the Soviet Union . While in Russva * 
Summer', 1958, informant wa3 advised Russians would furnish $200,000 to 
CPUSA for 1958. During informants second trip to Russia to attend 21st 
Congress, CP of the Soviet Union (CPSU) January - March, 1959, he was 
advised Soviets would furnish CPUSA $250,000, of which $ 100,000 was stated 
to be balance for 1958 while remaining $150,000 was to be for 1959. 

Informant was instructed by Soviets regarding establishment of clandestine 
apparatus for transmittal of funds and communications between Soviets and 
CPUSA. Thi3 apparatus designed to effect direct contact between, Soviets and 
CPUSA rather than through Canada as was the case in the pa:st. From 
September, 1958, through August 21, 1959,. a total of $200,Jd00 has been 
received by the CPUSA from the Soviets as a result of the'arrangements made 
by our informant at the instructions of the Soviets and Eugene Dennis, 
national secretary, CPUSA.

We have critically examined our present position of having our*~^ 
informants receiving and acting os depositories for the funds received by 
the CPUSA from the Soviets to determine whether if any time in the future we' 
would be subject to any justifiable criticism'. In the event we remove our 
two top informants from this financial and communications apparatus, this 
action would .certainly weaken the confidence that Dennis has placed in them 
and as a result, they would no longer hold their current high positions of 
trust in the CPUSA.

The Bureau's attention is called-to Chicago letter 
dated 9/15/59, captioned "COMMUNIST PARTY -USA, INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS; INTERNAL SECURITY - C", -which contains, in part, the 
following information from CG 5824-S*: 

"On September 11, 1959, EUGENE DENNIS, was heard 
to ask MORRIS CHILDS to inform the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union that JOHN PITTMAN is to bd a working- 
correspondent and not a *rep* of the‘Communist Party - 
USA while he is in Moscow, Russia;***. 

"DENNIS was heard to ask CHILDS if PITTMAN and 
his wife had any difficulty in obtaining passports; 

CHILDS replied that they had to wait several weeks- 
before receiving their passports. DENNIS then com¬ 
mented that in view of this, the Communist Party - 
USA would not make any announcement that PITTMAN was 
going to Moscow to be the correspondent for’ 'The 
Worker' at least until after PITTMAN'S arrival in 
Moscow. DENNIS was also heard to instruct CHILDS' 
that PITTMAN should not be told the source of funds 
furnished to him for expenses of himself and his 
family from their residence in California to Moscow, 

Russia." 

For the further information of the Bureau,' this conver¬ 
sation was conducted in DENNIS' residence with ho other persons 
present, and DENNIS is most security conscious at all times. 

Unless the information concerning PITTMAN is available

In view of the extreme importance of this trip to the Bureau, 
and the country, I authorized Lopez to go ahead with these arrangements 
stressing the fact that the informant should get the return expenses 
from the Soviets or Chinese if at all possible. 

I also authorized Special Agent Keating, who handles the inform 
to go to New York so that he could get from the informant the results 
of the final instructions from Dennis and Hall, prior to the informant’ 
departure. 

I told Lopez that in addition to the other assignments v/hich 
have been given to this informant for this trip, he should endeavor to 
determine the Russian reaction to Khrushchev’s trip to the US and, in 
view of the needling v/hich Khrushchev has undergone in this country, 
endeavor to ascertain what if anything the Russians are planning for 
President Eisenhower during his proposed trip to Russia. Lopez said 
this would be done.

He was in China from 9-28-59 to 10-17-59 and 
in Moscow 10-17-59 to 11-5-59. New York by teletype 11-12-59 furnished 
some of the highlights of informant’s trip. 

While in China in addition to attending all events in connection 
with celebration of the 10th anniversary of "People*s China," informant 

P al so attended a meeting with the heads of all CP delegations in Peking 
nd attended a meeting addressed by Liu Shao-chi which dealt with inner- 
arty problems and had a three-hour meting with Liu.

ship. Informant observed that Russians are preparing Soviet people for 
/ improved relationship and peace with the U.S. They have prepared a 
special newsreel about Khrushchev l s visit to the U.S. and have issued a 
book dealing with friendship between the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. Informant 
said the theme in Russia today is for friendship with-the U.S. and he 
described the enthusiasm for better relationship and peace with the U.S. 
as being almost like that at a revival meeting. 


Informant further noted that as a result of hi3 trip to the 
U.S., Khrushchev is more popular in , Russia'. Informant is of opinion that 
President Eisenhower will receive a tremendous reception in Russia. He 
noted that the President is affectionately referred to as "Ike” and as 
a great preside'nt. He further noted that there are no verbal attacks 
I against Vice President Nixon and he is also referred to affectionately 
as “Dick." 


Reaction of Chinese Commnists to Khntehchevfs peaceful Coexisten 


ce bine: 


Informant noted that while the peace sentiment is prevalent in 
the U.S.S.R.,, he received the opposite, feeling upon entering China. He 
noted that Khrushchev spoke at a banquet held in Peking in connection 
with the 10th anniversary celebration and during his speech emphasised 
the need for peace. ]7hile at the conclusion of the speech there was 
applause, it was not a tremendous applause. Informant further noted 
that the Chinese communist leaders spoke about the heed to defeat U.S. 

I imperialism and Chinese speakers avoided discussing Khrushchev^ visit to 
*the U.S. At the October 1 parade in connection with the 10th anniversary 
celebration, informant noted the emphasis by-China was on the Chinese 
military might. 

Russia - China Bifferencas: 


Informant noted that there are certain differences existing 
between the Russians and Chinese. For example, the Russians state that 
they do not agree with the commune system in China but qualify this to the 
extent that conditions'in china may be ^differentthan those-in- Russia. - - 
Another example of differences between Russia and China was the fact that 
the Russians were not invited to a conference of Latin American delegates 
held in Peking, In fact, the Russians learned of this conference later 
from the Latin Americans. There was no photograph of Khrushchev at the 
10th anniversary celebration although photographs of Chinese leaders plus 
Marx, Lenin and Stalin appeared opposite the reviewing stand for the parade.

In reference to the United Nations, the Chinese emphasised that 
they did not want to- get into the United flat ions unless the United Nations 
meet Chinese demands. They said they are hot fighting to be recognised 
nor to be -a member of the united Nations. 

Lebanon and Quemoy Crises; 



In reference to the Lebanon and Quemoy crises, the Chinese 
stated that they were prepared for an atomic war. They remarked that 
communes are, self-sufficient whereas if electric.ity is cut off,from a 
city such as. New York, it would be paralysed.

During his meeting with Liu Shao-chi, Liu voiced the opinion 
that U.S. imperialism is being compelled to maneuver and change its 
position because its previous policy has proved to be bankrupt. In this 
regard, informant and Liu discussed articles in the 10-4-59 issue of 
"The Worker" containing statements -by CPUSA leaders reflecting their 
optimism for future activities of the CP in the U..S. Liu said that 
China'plan is to. discredit 'imperial i sm poli cies and later permit them to 
recognize China. He stated that prior to allowing, the imperialists to 
recognize China, they will have to withdraw statements made that China has 

I .been an ., aggressor and the imperialists must withdraw their troops from 
China, territory. Liu stated that U.S,., imperialism at the present time is 
not aiming its main- blows against .socialist countries. While the U.S. 
util izes the slogan of struggle, against communism .on a world-wide .scale, 
U.S. imperialism is actually trying to capture the so-called neutral 
nations in Asia and Africa, those countries which have hot lined up with 
communism or with capitalism. He stated that when the U.S. extends itself 
into these areas, it is digging its own grave because these people will 
rise -up against them. 

Laos anddTibet: 



.. ' ~~Liu also stated-that.there have been charges made that the 

Chinese have been interfering ..in .Laos but that if the Cliinese wanted to 
interfere• in Laos, they could .clear up,the situation -in two hours. He 
said the Chinese showed what they could do in Korea and if the U.S. 
continues to interfere in Laos and builds bases arid organizes against 
China and other socialist states, the Chinese might have, to do in Laos 
what they did in Korea. 
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In regard .to Tibet, Liu stated that Chinese have facts to show 
that India provided support to the feudal landlords and <encouraged the 
revolt in Tibet. He added that China could have interfered in Tibet 
earlier but decided to let the feudal lords and their allies expose 
themselves.

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MEETINGS IN REGARD TO THE RE-ESTABLISHING 
OF DIRECT CONTACT BETWEEN THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY - USA AND THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF TEE 
SOVIET UNION IN THE UNITED STATES 


As doted previously, arrangements bad been already made 
for MORRIS and SYLVIA CHILDS to procoed by jot plane from Moscow 
to Peking upon their arrival in Moscow so that they would be in 
Poking by September 28, 1959, for the opening of f03tivitios in 
connection with tho celebration of the 10th Anniversary of the 
foundiing of the People’s Republic of China* Therefore, there was 
only a stop-over of approximately threo hours in Moscow. 

NIKOLAI VLADIMIROVICH MO3T0VETS, Hoad of the North and 
South American Section of tho International Department of the 
- Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
.(CPSU), and his assistant, ALEKSEI ANDREEVICH GRECHUKHIN, Were at 
the airport during this throe-hour stop-over. At that $ime, they 
askod CHILDS to give them any dooumonts for them from tho United 
Statos, since they wero afraid that once ho got to China ho would 
not bo able to leave China with this material. During this dis¬ 
cussion,, CHILDS complained about tho lack of direct contact in 
tho United States and. pointed out that certain things, such .as 
the failures of DANNY" QREEN, son of GIL GREEN, to obtain a visa 
for travel "to Russia-, could bnvo boon avoided if direct contact 
had boon maintained in the United Statos. 

Upon tho return of CHILDS to Moscow from Peking on. or 
about Octobor 17, 1959, a bill of particulars was prepared in 
contemplation of a meeting with leading members of the Central 
Committee of tho CPSU. In this bill of particulars, CHILDS listed; 
Some political problems and also the problom of a lack of direct 
contact' in the United States. 

MOSTOVETS and GRECHUKHIN stated, in regard to a lack of 
contact, that in the last few months the CPSU. has not done any¬ 
thing in tho United Statos which might adversely affect relation¬ 
ships between Russia and the United States. Thoy also said that 
there wore some technical reasons for brooking off tho contact 
with MORRIS and JACK CHILDS. 

During tho formal meeting with MIKHAIL, BUSLOV and OTTO 
KUUSINEN, members of 'the Presidium of the CPSU, and BORIS PONOMAREV,

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be direct contact between the Communist Party - USA. (CPUSA') and 
the CPSU, but that the United .States might not be the best place 
for this contact. He statod that Paris, Home, Prague, or most 
any place outoido of the- United States would be a better placo 
for contact for the coming period of timo.

the failure to deliver all of the funds promised to the .CPUSA by 
the CPSU, etc., and that "some other department" would take up 
the details with CHILDS. 


On the Very noxt day , October 29, 1959, MOSTOyETS and 
GRECHUKHIN came to the apartment whefe CHILDS was staying, 'This 
is the . same apartment at which CHIL3S has stayed on all-three 
trips to Moscow. .It is locatod at 9 Gorky Street. JOHN PITTMAN 
is staying at this address In Plat #8. UOSTOVETS and GRECHUKHIN 
told CHILDS that at 3:00 P.H. on Friday, October 30, 1959, 

"Comrade PETER" Would come to his apartment and would discuss 
direct cpntact in the Unitod States with him.

At approximately 3:QO P.H. bn October 30, 1959, "Comrade 
PETER" arrived alone at the apartment and introduced himself as 
"Comrade PETER". CHILDS 1 usual translator, YURI IVANOT, was 
supposed to have; been present and to have introduced "Comrade 
PETER" to CHILDS. IVANOV arrived at the apartment about five 
minutes after .the arrival of "Comrade PETER".. 


"Comrade PETER" speaks, English with an accent, and at 
timbs had to grope for words. He is described as follows;

"Comrade PETER"- said that Mo had spent a fow years in 
the United States. He is married and has at least one child. 


"Comrade PETER" paid, Do you know that VLADIMIR BARKOVSKY 
told us that Immediately after he had made contact with you, ho 
noticed F.B.I. Agpnts following him? This is one of the Reasons 
why ho had broken off the contacts At that time, the breaking 
off of tho contact had very little to do with US-USSR relations 
or tho exchange of visits botween KHRUSHCHEV and EISENKOY/ER. it 
was. purely a technical matter,. 
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"Comrade PETER” asked if CHILDS hod gone to New York 
from Chicago by automobile or if ho had gono by piano. Did ho 
uao a name other than his own? Ho also asked if CHILDS had gone 
to the office of the CPUSA while ho was in Kow York City for' tho 
contact. Ho also asked, Did you mako sure that you: Were not fol¬ 
lowed? He further asked, Aro you sure that you did not talk to. 

. anybody about VLADIMIH, that you did not use his muno in any con¬ 
versations with Colorado DEHHXS or with your brother, JACE? 

Taking tho offensive, CHILDS ropllod, took, 'Comrade 
PETER", 1 am not a raw recruit. Wo aro usod to fighting "the 
onony” in thd United States^ I chocked, double checked and 
triplo checked to mako euro that X was not followed when i mot 
VLADIUIR. CHILDS also stated, Your map9 for tho meeting place 
wero all wrong. As far as it is humanly possible to know* I do 
not think that tho. following of yiADllIIR had anything to do with 
mo. Furthermore, if you know anything about our Party, you know 
that we -do not uso names in many instances. Whon it is necessary 
to refer te a name, we write tho name on a pieco of paper and 
then burn tho papqf. Anyway, 1 did hot even romomber VLADIUIR’s 
namo until you just gavo it to mo. 1 

’’Comrade PETER” replied, Wo will go over tho ground 
.again to dee what may havo aroused,tho suspicion of the F.B.I. 

Or some otheaj intelligence, agency in the United States, 

"Comrade PETER” then discussed possible times and places 
for future maotings in tho United States. Ho mbationod, what 
had boon stated previously,, that the wookend is a good time for 
a mooting, since tho F.B.I., factories and offices do not work 
on weekends. CHILDS protested that, most CPUSA mootings aro hold 
on weekends and this would bo a difficult tioo fpr him to> have a 
meeting, ’’Comrade PETER" also, suggested that; a mooting might be 1 
held outsido Now York City. IIo said that this meeting could bo 
at a previously agreed to restaurant on a turnpike, or throughway 
somewhere between New York City and Chicago. 

"Comrade PETER” ruled out Uanhattan as a meeting place. 
Ho explained, Our people aro known to the F.B.l. Furthermore, 
pooplo from other Socialist countries or other pouhtries in tho 
United Rations know our pooplo. Thoro is A chanco that our popple 
might run into an acquaintance in Manhattan. If tho meeting 
takes place outsido of Manhattan, thpre is loss chance that our 
people will moot an acquaintance, and thorp will bo more opport¬ 
unity for our people to determine whother or not they aro being 
followed. 
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"Comrade PETER" said that they would chock and xecheck 
in regard to what happened concerning VLADIMIR and he would then 
come back to see CHILDS in one or two days. At this point* CHILDS 
said that it appears; to him that he was being held completely 
responsible lor the security of any mootings. He said that lie 
would not assume full responsibility for- security. CHILDS also 
asked what Would be wrong with a direct contact between the CPSU 
and the CPUSA in Canada* provided that it could, be done without 
any assistance from the Communist Party of Canada. "Comrade PETER" 
roplied that he would find out about this* since he could only 
give Answers in rogdrd to any contacts in the United States. 

"Comrade PETER" said that when he .returned in a day or 
two* he would have maps, and concrete ihfoxmation. He said that 
he feels that there can be four* or five actual meetings a year in 
the United States without anything being detected. Toward the 
close of this conversation, "Comrade PETER" became rather friendly 

and exhibited to CHILDS a photograph of hid wife and. baby.

On Saturday* October 31,* 1959, MOSTOVETS and GRECHUKHIN 
again appeared at CHILDS' apartment. CHILDS told them that ' 
"Comrade PETER" had visited him* CHILDS complained that he did 
not like the manner in. which the problem of security of contacts 
in the'United States was presented to him. He also' complained 
that they trare trying to giVe him too much responsibility for the 
security of any mootings between a representative, of the CPUSA 
and a representative of the CPSU in .the United States. CHILDS 
said* If you put. the entire responsibility for Security on me, 

I will not agree to any contacts* MOSTOVETS and GRECHUKHIN. said 
that they had..nothing to do with this, that they are only respon- 
- sible for Party organization and political problems * but that they 
would take, up CHILDS* complaint with the "other department’'.

".Comrade .PETER" returned to CHILDS * apartment on Novem¬ 
ber 2* 1959* at 3:00 P.M. Ho said he had been in contact with 
VLADIMIR. VLADIMIR said that lost April he. tried to keep in 
contact with you* but that you did hot keep up the contact. He 
said that he had telephoned JACK CHILDS' place of business on three 
soparato occasions and each time some answering service replied. 
MORRIS CHILDS stated that ho bad told VLADIMIR that JACK CHILDS 
was having ear trouble at that< time and that he might have to bp 
away from'the city for a Tew days. 

Next, "Comrade PETER" stated, We questioned VLADIMIR in 
regard to the dates and places when ho said that he was being fol¬ 
lowed. We know that! he was followed* However, wo aro Inclined 
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tq bolietvo that it nay not havo had anything to do with you. At 
about tho timo ho was followed, tho BOlshoi theatre group was in 
WOw York City. VLADIUIR wa3 gotting a lot Of tolophono calls 
,iron peoplo who wanted tickets for thoir porfomanco.. ‘Tho callers 
would say* VLADIllIft, X havo got to soo you. Since the calls madQ 
it appear os if there night, bo some secret mooting, and oinco 
tho F.B. I. undoubtedly intorcoptod tho calls, tho F.B.I. nay havo 
thought that VLADIMIR was mooting someone about something else. 

In rosponso to this, CHILDS said that ho had worked on 
a plan to contact VLADIUIR, but that VLADIMin had told JACK CHILDS 
that ho did not want t6 sop MORRIS CHILDS. So,- it was VLADIUIR 
Who cancelled out on the appointment, 

Thon ’’Comrado PETER” said, Lot's forgot about it and 
start all over again and lot's ovon hoop the provious nooting 
place HcGary's Restaurant. "Comrade PETER" had a nap of How 
York City with him. Ho asked CHILDS if ho. thought thdt CHILDS 
would recognize VLADIMIR. V/hon CHILDS replied that ho thought 
that ho could, ”Comrado PETER" said, All right, we will disponso 
with tho pass word, but wear a band-aid on your loft index fingor. 

Host, "Comrade PETER" asked if ho thought that VLADIUIR 
would recognize JACK CHILDS or if JACK CHILDS would recognize 
VLADIUIR. When MORRIS CHILDS replied that ho, bplioyod they would 
recognize each other, "Comrade PETER" said, Wo might bo back to 
your brother's placo. It is not a bod placo for a nooting, since 
there are’ two entrances to the building, more than ono elevator, 
and stair wells, and your brother is alone in his offico. It 
can be usod. as a place to drop off a package or a written message. 
VLADIUIR night deliver some taonoy to your brothor. Toll your 
brother that such a thing nay occur before you seo VLADIUIR; Wo 
will not have to. worry about any method of identification. 

Noxt, ’’Conrado PETER” askod when MORRIS CHILDS night ‘ 
bo able to meet VLADIUIR and thon suggested November 26, 1959 
"Thanksgiving Day. CHILDS protostod that his Communist Party Dis¬ 
trict night hold its Convention on that wookond. It was finally 
agrood that tho mooting would: be sot for 7:00 P.ll. on Tuesday 
evening, November 24, 1959, at UcGary’o Restaurant. 

’■Conrad.© PETER” said, You go to Now York City, but do 
not go to the offico of tho CPHSA. Be careful that you are not 
being followed. When you recognise VLADIUIR, walk to King's Park.. 
VLADIUIR will follow you and will giyo you a sign of recognition., 
This will give you a further opportunity to see if you aro being, 
followed. VLADIUIR will probably toko you to some rostaurOnt. 
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If the meeting does not occur on November 24, 1959., the next date 
will be the same time on the following day, November 25, 1959. 

But on this day, you should go to the Touahouso Restaurant at 
133-39 Queens Boulevard. 

"Comrade PETER" then stated-, We should make the follow¬ 
ing arrangement, in case nothing happens on either. November 24 or 
.25, 1959. On the first Tuesday in January, 1960, and the first 
Tuesday in, February, I960, you should be at McGary's Restaurant 
at 7:00 P.H* However, if you meet VLADIMIR, on November 24 or 25, 
1959, the two of you will set up regular and emergency meeting 
places. 

"Comrade PETER" said, Arrangements will also have to .be 
made for special meetings.. If you want to seo VLADIMIR on'a 
certain day, call him the preceding day at 8:35 arid say, I can 
fix your refrigerator tomorrow. If JACK CHIIDS, wants to see 
VLADIMIR,, he should call at 8:35 on the. preceding day and say, 

This is the plumber., how about fixing, your faucet tomorrow? If 
JACK CHILDS calls andwantd to make an arrangement for you to see 
VLADIMIR, he will say,. I can fix your refrigerator tomorrow* If 
VLADIMIR wants to see either one. of you, ho will, call JACK CHIIDS, 
say hello, and then say,r This is the wrong number. (It is assumed 
that there would be an identification of the voice of VLADIMIR.) 
Then JACK CHIIDS should call VLADIMIR at. 8:35, aridthe meeting "would 
be the- following day. 

"Comrade PE.TER" then stated that all of these arranger 
merits will be dependent upon a successful first meeting between 
VLADIMIR and MORRIS CHIlDS. He then asked MORRIS CHIIDS to repeat 
everything ho had said about meeting places, dates and times, 
etc. , When CHIIDS was. able to do so, he replied, I rim sure that 
you did not' make any mistakes in regard to. time arid placed of 
previously scheduled meetings with VLADIMIR. 

In regard to a possible meeting in Canada, "Comrado 
PETER" stated, For the next few months qur comrades in .Canada- 
would not want to meet with you. They do riot travel far during 
the winter months. He agairi repeated that ho thinks that it is 
possible to havo a fqw meetings in the United States without too 
much danger. c : 

Then "Comrade PETER" said,; We kicked out ri "spy" who 
was iri charge of security in the American Embassy in Moscow. ’We 
caught him red-handed. Wo suspect that in retaliation the United 
States may grab one of our guys possibly VLADIMIR — and kick

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him out, of the United Statoo. If theygrab VLADIMIR, we will 
send someone olse to meet you. Eo will wear tho same - sign of 
recognition (a band-aid on the left, index fingor). Ho will ask 
you .if you know where tho Morris Restaurant is* and you will 
reply that you are going in that direction and will point it out 
to Mia. Ho will reply, I have some rogards for ybu from NICHOLAS, 

MORRIS CHILDS then stated that hb planned to keep the 
channels through tho Communist Party of Canada open and to utilizo 
then from time io tine, just in case something night happen, to 
disrupt tho direct contacts in the United States. 

Then ’'Comrade ESTER” asked when MORRIS CHILDS could seo 
VLADIMIR in order to giro him some information about tile 17th 
National Convention of the CPUSAv It was agreed that Decombar 
16, 1050, would be a good possibility for a meeting in regard to 
the Uatiohal convention. 

’’Comr ade PETER' r again^raised the possibility of a 
third person so that MORRIS' CHILDS would not have to porcohaily 
, meet with VLADIMIR. CHILDS, replied that lie had a person lined 
up,, but since there woro no contacts after April, he Is afraid: 
■that, this person is no lodge** available. CHILDS replied that ho 
would try to got A third person involved for the aptual contacts.

ANIBAL ESCALANTE, & Secretary of the Communist Party of ) 
Cuba* was the, head, of the delegation from that Party to the cplc~ / 
brafion. of tho 10th Anniversary of the founding of the People * o t \ 
Republic of China. Ho was obsorvod in Poking* and MORRIS CHILDS * \ 

had a short discussion with him in Poising. ' 5 

Upon tho return of MORRIS CHIIDS to Moscow from Poking \ 
ho asked NIKOLAI MOSTOVETS, Hoad of the Worth and South American. 
Section of tho International Department of the Contral Committee'*"" 
of the Communist Party Of the Soviet Union (CP3U) * and his 
assistant,* ALEKSEI GEECIIUKHIN, what had happened to the proposed 
conference of Communist parties in Worth and South America. They 
ropliod that a lot depended oh the Communist Party Of Argentina 
for the sotting up of this conference. However* a lot of changes 
had to be made, since tho Communist Party of Argentina is now 
do facto*, oyen though not do juro* illegal. Furthermore}, a very 
important question of policy cabo- up in tho discussing of this 
proposed cohforence. The question is. Should any Communist Partied 
from Worth America be invited tq a conference of Latin American 
Communist Parties. If both Worth and .South American Communist 
Parties participate, in a conference, this might give tho con¬ 
ference a flavor of Pan-Americanism. Communist Parties aro 
against Pan-Americanism because United States imperialism uses 
it to dominate this Or that country in the Wostorh Hemisphere. 

It should bp notpd that the Latin American delegates 
wore kept in an underground status both in Poking and Moscow. 

In Peking, they stayed in a compound of the. Contral Committee of 
tho Communist Party of China. This compound is surrounded with • 
brick walls* topped With barbed wire* and id patrolled by sentries. 

On October 30* 1959, ALEKSEI GRECHUXHlW fold CHILDS 
that ho would bo mooting with some Latin Americans that evening. 

He told CHILDS that YURI IVANOV would pick him up at CHILDS’ 
apartment* toko him to the Latin Americans* and act os CHILDS' 
translator. At approximately 5:30 P.W. * IVANOV arrived and ho and 
CHILDS travelled toward tho Lonin Hill in Moscow. At tho baso of 
tho Lonin Hill and to tho left of the Moscow University, .they 
drovo along a boulevard which runs next to the Moscow RiVor. In 
this area there aro streets surrounded by fences* which aro a 
couplo of storioo high. Inpido those walls* there is .a city within 







a city. It may cbvor several blocks. Within this area, there 
aro separate compounds which- are also- foncod in. Inside those 
compounds are two and throe-story palaces. CHILDS and IVANOV 
wont to oho of thoco palacos. They wore taken to a vory largo 
library ipsido the palaco, Several Latin Americans wore in thp 
library. Also presont was a RusslAn-Spanioh translator, who had 
also acted as a translator at the meeting of Latin American dele¬ 
gates to the 21at Congress of the CPGU. MORRIS CIIILDS woo intro* 
dncod to those present id the library. Among those prosont were 
VICTOR 10 CODOVILIA, head of the delegation of the Communist Party . 
of Argentina to the 10th Anniversary of 1 tho founding of the 
Pooplo’s Republic of China. Also prosont was AIIIEAL ESCALANTE. 
When CHILDS learned that ESCALANTE spoaks English, it was decided 
that they would dispense with tho use of translators and would go 
upstairs to a large sitting room and have a privato discussion 
there. 


, ESCALANTE said that ho is a Secretary of the Communist 
Party of Cuba and that he works closoly with BIAS ROC A. lie is 
described as follows;

ESCALANTE said that ho was glad to see CHILDS. Ho 
stated that while JOE NORTH did a good job in Cuba, they Would f 
like to have more direct contact with tho Communist Party - USA* 
(CPUSA). However,, they find it difficult to travel to the United 
States. CHILDS asked what had happened to arrangements for a 
contact in New York City, since these arrangements wore made over 
a year and a half ago. ESCALANTE replied that the. person thoy had 
in mind for coat act in Hew York ran. into, trouble with the. intel¬ 
ligence agencies, but that thoy wore able to mako contact with 
tho CPUSA through someone Hying in How York City. 

Noxt, ESCALANTE said, I want to toll you something 
about our revolution. The Cuban revolution is. fundamentally 
dooper than what is visible. United States imperialism Would Xiko 
to know what is happening in Cuba. 
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ESCALANTE thon stated that first of all ho wants CHILDS J 
to toll the CPUSA that tho workers, the peasants, and tho potty 
bourgeoisie aro leading tho rovolution* Furthor, that tho Com- I 
munisto in Cuba have doop roots anon" the popple, Tho Communists [ 
havo ontronchod thonsoivos in this bourgeois democratic revolution | 
but wo Communists intond to go furthor than tho bourgoois. democratic 
revolution, ' 

Continuing, ESCALANTE said, The land reform law is not \ 
only an agricultural reform. Uni tod States imperialism owns ono \ 
million hoctaros of land in Cuba* United States imperialism is \ 
the biggest landlord in Cuba, Therefore, tho land reform law is \ 
also a blow against imperialism. This is why your bourgeoisie is \ 
so frantic in regard to tho, Cuban revolution and particularly in 
regard to tho agricultural roform law. Co said, the leadership ■ 
of tho Cuban revolution is in tho hands of tho national potty 
bourgobisio that is, the patriotic bourgedislo*. 

Next, ESCAIANTE statod, FIDEL is not a NASSER. Eo is 
a national potty bourgeoisie, Co is dovoloping and progrossing. 

The rovolutfon is being dooponod with each day* FIDEL is an anti- 
imperialist and ho is firm In this attitude. 

Thon ESCALANTE said, Tho revolutionary poWor in. Cuba V 
is not only to be found in tho Goyornmpnt or in tho Cabinet, but i 
also in tho agrarian roform movement^ which is in the .hands of; 
the Left. It is also in the armed forcos, which aro in tho hands 
of the Loft, Tho Left is also gaining in tho Cabinet. Wo kicked 
out the Hinistor of Labor, -MANUEL FERNANDEZ, rocontly. Eo was a 
Right-winger. 

Next, ESCALANTE stated, When tho forcor President of 
.Cuba, I2ANUEL URRUTIA, was kickod out, tho Government began to moyo. \ 
to tho .Left, Alj tho present time, tho now Cabinet is balanced. \ 
in tho or mod forces, tho Loft is prodominont. Wo ousted 'the head 
of the Army and ho is how in prison. Tho prosont Government has 
smashbd tho old- army apparatus,, tho old* polled apparatus, and the 
sociot polico apparatus has boon dostroyod. Tho army now consists 
90% of peasants and workers, and chiefly thoso who fought with I 
tho guerrilla forces. 

ESCALANTE stated that tho agrarian roform is a govorn- 
nont within a government. The agrarian roform is being put into 
life, Bowovor, wo Will not natiOnhllzo many industries. Wd will 
restrict thoso holdings of Unitod States imperialism. Wo will 
tax thorn. In some of tho industries, wo will roduco tho prices. 





For oxanplo , tho prico of electricity and of telephone sorvieo 
and other utilities has boon reduced. This prico' reduction will 
r.ako those utilities unprofitable for your imperialists. We 
will not need a law to nationalize thorn. Tho reduction in pricos 
will do than moro horn and iron a practical point of view will 
not si.vo your bourgeoisie a protons© to attach us. What we aro 
doing is to cake Uni tod Statos imperialism dosperato. They aro 
sonding arrogant noto.s to U3. Thoy aro in collusion with BATISTA’s 
non and aro sonding pianos from Florida to Havanna in order to 
strafe and bonb the civilian population. 

Continuing, ESCALAIJTE otatod that theso acts of United 
Statos inperialisn are arousing a big protest novonont, and 
FIDEL*o speeches against Uni tod States inperialisn aro getting 
strongor. In a rocont speech, hip language* was so strong that 
the Uni tod States State Department protested this language. 

Then ESCALAIJTE said, United Statos inperialisn wants 
to provoke something in Cuba in ordor to destroy tho revolution. 
United States inperialisn is acting in throe ways — that is, 
economically, politically and militarily, Wo aro already beginning 
to fool the economic pressuro. United Statos imperialism baa 
reduced tho sugar quota* Even that sugar which is purchased by 
tho United Statos is being kopt in Cuba in order to depress tho 
prices. However, this depression of tho prices was brokon when 
tho Soviets purchased ono-half million tons of sugar. 

ESCALAUTE stated that 80% of Cuban imports cone from 
tho United Statos, and 60% of .Cuban exports go to tho. United 
States. He said. Wo depend on tho United Statos for row material 
for industries. Furthermore, our banking institutions aro so 
Interchanged with United Statos banks that the latter can disturb 
our monetary relations. 

ESCALAIJTE said. Wo aro planning to: fight all of 1 this and 
here is how we are going to. do it; (1) We aro going to establish 
relations with all countries; (2) We aro going to mako an effort 
to produce all of our agricultural commodities; and (3) Wp aro 
going to adopt economic and political measures to. fight off tho 
dollar attack on tho. peso. 

ESCALAIJTE emphasized, I bolievo wo can fight back and 
keep tho United States from breaking us economically. 

Hext, ESCALAIJTE said, The United States wants to 
isolate Cuba from, the root of Latin Anorica by slandering us as. 
a country which Is not a democracy and by charging us with being 
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Communists. The Uni tod Stntos Government is utilizing- other 
reactionary Latin American governments in order to carry on 
sabotage against us* In fact) they have been- dropping para¬ 
chutists for espionage and sabotage work in Cuba* Tho so para¬ 
chutists are dropped from American pianos. Eowovor, wo are Sure 
wo can fight thorn and can beat them. 

Then ESCALANTE stated that the United States uses two 
methods against Cuba, and tUeso are; (1) Tho United States usos 
what wo call "Latin American bands' 1 to hit us. They are organiz¬ 
ing in San. Domingo and in Eexico. They use mercenaries and send 
thorn to Cuba» but it is hot easy for thorn. Even if they should 
organize a big mercenary army and send it to Cuba) we can defeat 
them. (2) There, is a possibility of direct intervention oh tbo 
port of United Statos imparialisra. This is not out of the ques¬ 
tion; Wo will fight hack) no mattor how difficult it is. We will 
resist and we have the planes for such resistance. We will hot 
defend our larger cities. We will fight in the mountains) in the 
woods, and in tho fields. Wo will fight them and we know how to 
fight os guerrillas. They will bo sorry that they ever invaded 
Cuba. 


Uoht) ESCALANTE said. It is important that the CPUSA 
knows all of this. The Cuban revolution is arousing all of Latin 
America. Others will follow the example of Cuba* For this 
reason. United States imporialism will do- everything..possible 
to try to desfrpy iih. 

ESCALANTE also stated that United' States imporialism 
expects that Cuba will ask for tho abrogation of the treaty .in 
regard to the Naval base at Guantanamo Bay* At least for the 
time being, Cuba will not do this.. Cuba will not Allow itself 
to be provoked. Guns can be trained on Cuba from Florida> in 
any case.- Therefore, Cuba will not- permit any provocation which 
con bo used, as an issue against It. . 

Next , ESCALANTE talked of tho influonco of the Commu¬ 
nist party In Cuba. He said that ih Cuba tho Communist Party has . 
increased its influence and is growing strongor. However, they 
ore under tho eyes of American Intelligence, Eo statod that while 
the Communist Party is strong in Cuba, it does not wont to over¬ 
estimate its strength. 

"■ Then ESCALANTE stated that while they were in Peking,, 
tho Latin. American Communist Party do legates got together and 
decided to hplda People's Congress of Latin America* He said 
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that ho was emphasizing Latin Acorica. Ho explained that to call 
any other type of cohg*03s would bo to ape Pan-Americanism. Ho 
statod that such a congross would bo called by outstanding liberal 
personalities, such asf ornor Prosidont LA2AR0 CARDENAS, of Mexico; 
ARINO (phonotic), of Brazil; JORGE ALESSARDRI, of Chile; and FIDEL 
CASTRO, of Cuba* 

As this, discussion drew to a closo, ESCALANTE and CHILDS 
agreed that it is necessary to establish contact between the CPUSA 
and. the Communist Party of Cuba. ESCALANTE said that, if CHILDS 
cones to Cuba, he can moot with someone who will put him in touch 
with either ESCALANTE or with BUS ROCA. , (ESCALANTE gave CHILDS 
an address, which will bo furnished later). CHILDS should say 
that he was sent by Ur* CARTER. CHILDS gave ESCALANTE the 
address of JACK CHILDS in New York City. Anyone from the Commu¬ 
nist Party of Cuba contacting JACK CHILDS should Say that ho was 
sent, by Dr. JOSE VALDES. MORRIS ‘CHILDS also providod ESCALANTE 
With a post office box number in Chicago for any special notes. 

At this point, ESCALANTE mentioned that WALDO FRANK has 
been waiting very well about Cuba. Ho suggested the possibility 
that someone try to reach FRANK in order to got him to carry on 
a campaign for the defense of th6 revolution in Cuba and a cam¬ 
paign gainst Wall Street imperialism,/ 

ESCALANTE also said to CHILDS,, Maybe you could ask 
EUGENE DENNIS and your leadership to locate a Congressman in order 
to ask him to insert something in the Congressional record expos¬ 
ing tho meddling'of Wall Street in Cuba during the time BATISTA 
was in power. 

In conclusion, ESCALANTE said, Give our greetings to 
FOSTER, and DENNIS, Tell them that the Communist Party of Cuba is 
strong and that it is growing every day* oven if this/ is not 
announced. 

CHILDS and ESCALANTE then procoedod to tho dining room, 
v/herc several Latin Americans were gathered for dinner. CHILDS 
Sat next to VICTORIO CODOVILLA, of Argentina. CODOVILLA is about 
eovonty yoaro of ago and baa grey thinning hair, Uo is about., 

5'9" tall* and weighs, about 175 to 180 lbs. Ho dpo3 not spook 
English. YURI IVANOV, and tho Rusaian-Spanish translator assisted 
in the conversation. ,

CHILDS oskod CODOVILLA about the possibility of a Pan- 
American Conference. CODOVILLA said he felt that a bsnference in 




tho Weatorn Eonisphero should include delegates from north 
Amorican countries * Eo said that it would bo all right as long 
as those delegates are against United States imperialism. 

CODOVILLA', who acted as. if he would have much to say 
about arrangements for any such conference, said that in view of 
the fact that CHILDS had raised this natter, and because there, 
has been no decision as yet in regard to representation to such 
a conference, they wi^l consider representation from north America. 
Ho qaid that at this proposed conference there nay be in attendance 
sons government officials# although they will spook as individuals 
and not in behalf of their governments* Go repeated that ho is 
Of tho .opinion that sympathetic fraternal delegates from North 
America should bp invited to such a conference. 

CODOVILLA, during his remarks, stated that details for 
this proposed conference were being discussod and worked out in 
Havanas. 


Since EUGENE- DENNI3 and GUS HALL had requested KOHRXS 
CHILDS to take up, tho question of tho defense of tho legal .rights 
of the CPUSA, CHILDS mentioned this during the discussion with 
CODQVILLA and the other Latin Americans "present at this dinner.. 

A CPUSA document explaining the He Carr an Act and the membership - 
clause of tho Smith Act had been distributed in ilooqow by Y7XLLIA1I 
Y/EZHOTONE. CHILDS asked that there bo protests by other Communist 
Parties about how the United Statos Government illogalizes tho 
Communist Party. Tho anti-Communi,st legislation should bo linked 
up with the new labor reform laws. CHILDS askod that all of this 
be given publicity in the Latin American Communist pross. Ho 
also suggested the possibility of- demonstrative acts to demand 
legal righto for the CPUSA. CHILDS said that. v it was up to the 
Latin American Communist Parties .as to whether these actions for 
the legal rights of tho CPUSA should, be linkod up With a. demand 
for amnesty for political prisoners, in tho United States. 

At tho dinner table, CHILDS al30 gavo those present 
a brief roport on tho situation in tho CPUSA. He said that there 
is unanimity in rogard to the draft resolution for tho 17th 
National Convention. He stated that the CPUSA has eliminated 
revisionism and will fight sectarianism. He said that tho Party 
thinks that It- will have a united leadership after the Convention'., 
CHILDS stated that tho visit of NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV to tho United 
Statos indicated some sontimont for peace in the United States; 
however, this issue has not yet boon resolved. CHILDS also spOko 
about tho growing evils of unemployfcont in the United Statos as 
a result of automation. 
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After tills evening meal was. concluded, CHILDS went up¬ 
stairs again, this time for a private discussion with CODOVILIA* 
The discuSSion with CODOVILLA. will bo set forth in a later report. 
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AN I HAL ESCALANTE was evasive In answering any questions 
about the sizb of tbs Communist Party of Cuba, In tho conversa¬ 
tion with him and in conversations with NIKOLAI K0ST0VET3 and 
ALEKSEI GRECHUKHIN, tho impression was received that the Communist 
Party of Cuba will try to increase its influence and generally 
expand its activities in Cuba. Yet, this will bo done without 
actually creating a Communist regime* ft is believed that the 
Cuboh Communists believe that the United States Government would 
hot tolerate, a Communist government in Cuba for even one day. 
Further, that if a Communist government in Cuba Was smashed, it 
might affect other Communist Parties in Latin America. 

Thus, the Communist Party of Cuba Will place emphasis 
on the national cause, both from, an economic and from a political 
standpoint. This will be done until such time as there may be a 
change in the relationship of forces in Latin America* If such a 
change occurs, the Communist Party of Cuba will, be entrenched 
and will be prepared to take advantage of the change*. 

It appears that the Communist Party of China is very 
much involved in the situation in Latin America, particularly 
Cuba* The Chinese will teach the Cuban. Communists “the methods 
of Infiltrating everything to the nth degree. A decision not to 
fight in the larger cities would be a Chinese tactic. Also, the 
policy of not giving the enemy a reason for pretense for a provo¬ 
cation. is a .Chinese technique. 

How much support the Communist Party of Cuba gets from 
the CPSU is not known. It is certain, however, that the CPSU is 
Very much interested, if it is not involved, in the situation in 
Cuba. The CPpU may urge the Communist Party of Cuba to use 
caution, while at the same time avoiding the. surrender of position 
or Influence. The CPSU win not abandon the Communist Party of 
Cuba, but it may urge the Communist Party Of Cuba to slow down.' 

In this respect, there nay very well be a conflict between tho 
Russians and the Chinese in regard to the policy which, should be 
pursued by the Communist Party of Cuba. 

In any event, it is quite evident that the Communists 
are playing a very important role in Cuba. 
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pertains to a recent discussion between a leading 
functionary of the Communist Party, USA, and high- 
ranking officials of the Communist Party of China*. 
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!' Muriitg the course of his recent visit to Med China, 
a leading functionary of the Commiintst party, USA, conferred 
at lenpth with Liu Shao-chij president of the People*a Republic 
of China and vice ohatruan of the Communist Party of China, and 
with Wang Ghia-hstang, head of the International Liaison Department 
of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Chinq.f^gj)

Liu Shao-cht expressed the opinion that United States 
imperialism is on the defensive and is. being compelled to 
maneuver and Change its position because its previous policy 
has proven tojbe bankrupt . He said that China plans to discredit 
the imperialistic policies ■>of the United States and force a 
change in united States policy . Liu said, that following this 
change, Chiba may permit the United States to recognise China « 
Concerning >thc United Nattohs, Liu said that prior to permitting 
this organisation to recognise Red China, the United flat ions 
/Will have to withdraw statements made that Red China has been an 
aggressq.r and the imperialists must withdraw their troops from 
Chinese. ^ . 

Liu stated that the basic policy of the Communist Party, 
USA, as expressed in the draft political resolution to be presented 
to the national convention of the Communist Party, USA, 

Mqcembct 10*13, 1939, is correct. Re agreed that the moot 
powerful enemy of. the Communist Partyi USA, is United States 
/imperialten. Be added that the United States te. the tenter of 
world rbaetton and that the United States, speaks for all other 
capitalist countries and needs these other capitalist countries 
as al : lieo tn order to maintain its strength • Jlcoordtng to Liu, 
the dovtmniat parties of the socialist camp must unite with 
the Communist Party, USA,, to defeat Untied States imperialism 
and ho achieve socialism which he claimed can only be. accomplished 
in the united States under the leadership of the Communist Forty, 
Liu contended*that although United States
